Now that the infamous Causeway 
Classic is here, it is time for CSUS and 
UC Davis students to break out their big 
bad attitudes about how great they think 
their teams and universities are 

But what do CSUS students really 
know about UC Davis, and what do 
Davis students really know about CSUS? 
Alook at the basics may shed some light 
on who our nvals really are 

The official name of CSUS is Califor 
ma State University, Sacramento, not 
Slack State, and the school was founded 
in 1947. The official name of UC Davis is 
University of Califorma, Davis not Um 
versity of Califorma, Cow Town, and it 
was founded in 1908 

The official nickname of CSUS 1s the 
Hornets, with war colors that consist of 
green and gold The official nicknarne of 
UC Davis is the Aggies, with war colors 
of Yale blue and gold 

Since both universities have colors 
that are somewhat close, it might ex 
plain why there is an occasional cheer 
for the wrong team from the guy who is 
at the game for every reason other than 
to actually watch It. 

CSUS has about 26,000 enrolled stu 
dents, while UC Davis has approxi 
mately 23,000. CSUS has strong aca 
demic departments such as engineer 
ing, business, communications and 
criminal justice. UC Davis’ academic 
strengths le with its botany, veterinary 
andinternational relations departments 

CSUS has nearly 800 people living in 
its dormitories this semester On the 
other hand, UC Davis has close to 3,200 
people living in campus housing 

CSUS students can expect to pay 
about $1,500 for tuition for the 1992-93 
academic year. UC Davis students will 
have to pay approxmately $3,000 for 
tuition. Though many students may feel 
they are the only ones in the world to 
suffer because of the tuition increases, 
the truth is students from both schools 
are hurting. 

The CSUS sports program 1s making 
major strides with a 26,000 seat arena, 
Hornet Stadium, which could easily ac- 
commodate Causeway Classic fans 

UC Davis has a smaller stadium, 
Toomey Fiekd, that has a seating capac 
ity of 9,400. This 1s of little significance 
because all Causeway games are played 
at Hughes Stadium which holds about 
22,000 people 

Last year CSUS drew around 25,000 
people overall to Hornet home football 
games, while Davis drew around 24,500 
overall to home games. CSUS athletics 
has moved into the Western Athletic 
Conference and started to play Division 
Iteams. UC Davis sports have remained 
stationary in Division II 

The Homets are coached by Bob 
Mattos, who has a 14 year record of 77 
70.2. The Aggies are headed by Bob 
Foster, who has a three year record of

Will the nvalry continue? 

That's the question on many a mind 
as CSUS moves to Division | play next 
year. Will the Aggies follow the Hornets 
into Division I, or if they remain in Divi 
sion IJ, will there still be a Causeway 
Classic? 

“You want to do anything you can to 
maintain the nvalry,” said CSUS Ath 
letic Director Dr Lee McElroy.

Doug Dull also agrees that the nvalry 
would remain, even if the Aggies don't 
move to Division | 

“The Causeway Classic has nsen 
above a footbal] game — it's a commu 
nity event,” Dull said “The game is 
important in many ways, not the least of 
which 1s financial ” 

However, there is a chance that UC 
Davis may join the Hornets in Division | 
as the Aggies plan to start the two year 
complance penod with the NCAA next 
fall in order to qualify for Division I play 
in the fall of 1995 

“The question is not if we are going 
to move (divisions), but when and 
where,” said Dull “We're looking for a 
conference to play in for all our sports.” 

But UC Davis may hit a snag The 
Aggies are petitioning the NCAA to 
change their rule concerning athletic 
scholarships because the university 
does not award them. Dull is not sure 
that the NCAA will change the rule 

There is also a possibility of CSUS 
and UC Davis starting a conference of 
their own next year, which might in 
clude Cal Poly San Luis Obispo, Cal 
State Northndge and possibly Santa 
Clara University and St. Mary's College, 
according to Dull 

“That option is being explored," 
McElroy said

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After batthng a back injury 
in 1990, Fresques has emerged 
as one of the top-rated Division 
I quarterbacks in the country 

After spending his first two 
college years at the University 
of Wyoming as a back-up, the 
Las Vegas native transferred to 
CSUS in 1990 His first game as 
a Hornet got off to a great start 
by completing 34 of 53 passes 
for 462 yards, including four 
touchdowns. However, his sea 
son ended after that when he 
fractured a vertebrae against 
Pacific in week two 

In 1991, the 6'2", 200 pound 
senior came back healthy to 
the surpnse of many, including 
his doctors who said he had 
little chance of returning to foot 
ball as quickly as he did 

After alternating quarter 
back duties with Randy Payne 
the first seven games of the ‘91 
season, Fresques recerved most 
of the playing time the last three 
games 

Fresques ended the season 


by completing 58 percent of his 
passes, throwing eight touch 
downs and just two intercep- 
tions He was ranked 14th na 
tionally with a quarterback pro 
ficiency rating of 142 1 

So far this season, Fresques 
has shared time with senior 
quarterback Aaron Garcia, but 
has continued to put up big 
numbers 

In the first three games of 
the season, Fresques has com 
pleted 29 of 58 passes for 540 
yards and 4 touchdowns

After red-shuirting as afresh

In a nationally televised 
gume against USC, Garaa stood 
in for injured starter Brad 
Gossen. Garcia was 18 for 28 
with 297 yards. Although 
Garcia had an impressive day, 
the Trojan's final dnve gave 
USC the victory.

That season, Garcia led all 
Pac-10 quarterbacks with a 
139.1 proficiency rating

Since tnen, Garcia, 6'0” and

On the football field, sophomore 
tailback Pedro Lewis wants one thing 
and one thing only to win. Off the field, 
he knows that there is more to life than 
one in the win column 

“Winning is great and scholastics 
are great,” Lewis said, “but you haveto 
know how to deal with people and have 
some common sense " 

Lewis attnbutes his life's philoso 
phies to the woman that brought him 
into this world. “My mom taught me 
everything | know,” Lewis said. “She 
taught me basic things that I don't see 
in kids nowadays, like the basic differ 
ence between nght and wrong.” 

Like alot of collegiate athletes, Lewis 
keeps the National Football League in 
the back of his mind. But the cnminal 
justice major has more realistic goals in 
life, thanks to his mom's lessons on life 

“I want to be working with kids or 


teens, probably as a teacher,” 
said. “I don't want to just teach about 
math or history, even though that's im 
portant, | want to teach kids that there 
are some things you just don't do 

“I have a lot of things I want to tell 
kids about life I had people at 
(McClatchy High School in Sacramento) 
that really helped me, and! would liketo 
have that effect on somebody ” 

Lewis down played his athietic abil 
ity in high school, even though he col 
lected over 2,600 yards rushing in four 
years and was named Prep Athlete of 
the Year by the Sacramento Bee, the 
Sacramento Union and KCRA Channel 
3. Lewis focused rather on the effect his 
teachers and counselors had on the rest 
of his life, particularly scholastically 

“Il was really lacking confidence in 
academics,” Lewis said, “but there were 
people there that really took the time to 
point out the little things

Lewis was drafted by the New York 
Yankees out of high schoo! but decided 
to go the college route because of guid

As far as his college expenence as a 
player, Lewis has been more than satis 
fied, and more than productive 

After sitting the bench all of last year 
behind All-Amencan and pro prospect 
Troy Mills, Lewis collected 166 yards on 
28 carnes in his first start of this season 
He collected only 376 yards rushing all 
last year, seeing most of his action fill 
ing in for an injured Dan Basham at 
fullback

life? It’s puppeteer 
extraordinaire, Katie Brown. 

Brown is a puppeteer for the Ri- 
chard Bay Puppet Theatre which 
was started by CSUS theatre arts 
instructor Richard Bay. Interested 
inacting since her high school days, 
Brown first became interested in 
puppets while taking a children’s 
theater class from Bay in 1986. 

“When I took the class, it con- 
sisted mostly ce‘ liberal arts majors 
wantingtobete ~hers,” says Brown. 
“When (Bay) found out I was a 
theater major, we got together to do 
the Kinder Concerts out at the con+ 
munity center. That was my intro- 
duction to working with puppets. 
He's pretty much been my mentor 
with puppetry and masks and 
children’s theater.” 

Although Brown is primanily in- 
volved with puppet productions, she 
still does some actingin community 
and children’s theater. She mostly 
performs for children at schools, 
festivals and the Nut Tree Shopping 
Center. She also teaches acting and 
puppetteering workshops in the 
community. 

Like most recent college gradu- 
ates, Brown finds it necessary to 
supplement her income until she is 
able to work full time in her chosen 
field. She works part time at Godiva 
Chocolatier in the Arden Fair Shop- 
ping Center. 

“I enjoy doing it,” Brown says of 
her work with the puppets. “And I'd 
also eventually like it to be some 
thing that can pay the bills in the 
long run. Right now I'm here and 
there and getting my name out.” 

Unknown to most people, there 
is a vast variety of puppet types to 
choose from when planning ashow. 
The Richard Bay Puppet Theatre 
has worked with just about all of 
them. 

There are full-sized puppets that 
take two people to operate and 
masks which the puppeteer uses 
his own body as the puppet. More 
familiar to most people are the hand 
puppets, shadow puppets, rod pup- 
pets and marionettes. Thecompany 
also experiments with cut-out pup 
pets that use a black light effect to 
illuminate the characters. 

Although each kind of puppet 
has its challenges, Brown feels that 
the marionettes are the most diffi- 
cult for her to operate. 
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Mistress of Puppets

The most difficult part of pup 
petry is in conveying emotions 
through the puppet. Says Brown, 
“A lot of times you try to use your 
own facial expressions to express 
the feelings, but you can’t rely on 
that. You have to use your move 
ments ... yourwhole hands and feet 
to do it.” 


According to Brown, childrencan 
detect if the sentiments behind the 
characters are insincere. “Honesty 
is everything,” she stresses. “You 
really have to com..ait to the emo- 
tion or message that the puppet is 
trying to send. If you don’t belicve it, 
(the children) won't either.” 

So how does one become a pup- 


peteer? Brown has taken many 
acting and voice classes. She gradu- 
ated from CSUS in May of 1989 with 
her bachelor’s degree in theatre 
arts. As asupplement, she does a lot 
of “people watching” to study the 
movements and expressions people 
use when communicating in real 
life. Surprising to most people, it is 
also helpful to be in good physical 
shape as some of the puppets take a 
lot of strength to operate. 

The shows presented by the Ri 
chard Bay Puppet Theatre are the 
result of a lot of collaboration and 
teamwork, according to Brown. The 
director, prop people, narrators and 
puppeteers all have input as to wha’ 
goes into the show. Most of the 
time, the shows are derived from a 
book or folk tale and must be re 
worked and choreographed for the 
theater. 

Bay constructs most of the pup 
pets that are used, but everything 
else is improvisation. 

Most of the shows Brown has 
been involved with are aimed at 
children specifically, but she has 
done a few adult plays. In fact, her 
favorite play to date was a produc- 
tion of “Oedipus Rex” that ran last 
year using life-sized puppets. It was 
a whole new expenence for Brown 
to do puppets for adult theater. 

“When most of us think of pup 
pets, we think of Kermit or Miss 
Piggy,” Brown explains. “This wasa 
show that created an awareness in 
me, an openness that there are van 
ous styles out there. It doesn’t just 
have to be Kermit and Miss Piggy.” 

The Brown family is supportive 
of Katie's career choice and goes to 
many of her performances. 

“There are times that I think they 
wish | had a normal 9 to 5, Monday 
through Friday job, but they are 
really supportive of what I’mdoing.” 

This next month, Brown will be 
performing in a senes of children’s 
multicultural plays titled “Aunt 
Martha’s Muddy River Tales.” The 
series will run from Friday, Oct. 2 
through Sunday, Oct. 4 at the 
Woodland Opera House in Wood- 
land.). 

Brown hasalways been interested 
in multicultural tales and myths. 
She feels that they are something 
that the children can really relate to. 

“The children seem to identify 
more with the characters when they 
see someone who looks just like 
them,” says Brown. “I think we re-

A more accurate title for 
Carol Page’s book, “Bloodlust: 
Conversations with Real Vam- 
pires” would be “Bloodlust: 
Conversations with the Men- 
tally Illand the Attempt to Make 
Money by Exploiting Them.” 

In her book, Page inter- 
v.ews several self-proclaimed 
vampires and one vampire 
hunter. Those she interviews 
seem to be no more than mis- 
fits of society who desperately 
crave attention and have 
somehow formed the belief 
that they are vampires -— a 
belief that makes then fee! su- 
pernior and special. Some are 
cnminals. Most are bisexual. 
All are bizarre 

The “vampires” in 
“Bloodlust” share common 
beliefs. They all believe they 
have psychic abilities and are 
more “sensitive” than humans 
(some of them beljeve that 
vampires and humans are two 
separate races). They believe 
this ability becomes more in- 
tensified when they drink 
bloodand say they get a deeper 
understanding of other people 
They feel the experience of 
drinking blood is “beyond sex, 
tenderness and intimate love.” 
Most believe that dnnking hu 
man blood stops or even re 
verses the aging process 





Some believe that they become 
ill and die if they do not get 
what they “need.” Some claim 
they can instinctively recog: 
nize other vampires. All be 
heve they were born vampires 

While Page makes little at 
tempt to conceal her aversion 
to the people in her book, at 
umes even calling them “sick,” 
she does include some inter 
esting psychological insights 
asto why they are the way they 
are. One psychologist said of 
Shannon, a 25 year old vampire, 
“She's got a neediness that the 
other vampires have. There's 
nothing inside, therefore (she 
must suck) on somebody's 
wrist to get some life blood to 
feel alive ... it is a yearning for 
caring and warmth..” People 
who believe they are vampires 
also find a feeling of power in 
getting blood from their “do 
nors.” Page statesthat because 
a donor must cut and inflict 
pain upon himself, the vampire 
thinks “My God, I really have 
power over this person. I turn 
them onincredibly. Look what 
they're willing to do for me” 

From an annual vampire 
hunt in England to a blood 
drinking club called “The Lost 
Shadows Gang,” “Bloodhust” is 
a disturbing look at the real 
obsessions of those who feel 
the strange need to keep the 
legend alive

GREENWOOD, Miss. (AP) _ 
Wild Willie, who suffered the in- 
dignity of going from bull to steer
